REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  eleventh  in  the  series. 

Since  a  year  ago  our  enrollment  in  the  lov^er  grades  has 
grown  about  thirty  percent.  The  increase  has  come  largely 
from  new  families,  who,  recognizing  the  many  civic  ad- 
vantages and  other  attractions  of  Greenland,  have  moved 
here.  It  is  our  common  privilege  as  teachers  and  school 
officials  to  add  the  blessing  of  well  taught  and  well  man- 
aged schools  to  the  other  attractions.  Doubtless  we  may 
expect  an  even  greater  increase  in  the  next  few  years  and 
we  should  anticipate  it.  The  two  rooms  occupied  by  grades 
one  to  four  are  well  filled  now. 

In  common  with  school  districts  everywhere  in  the 
United  States,  Greenland  is  called  on  to  pay  large  sums 
annually  for  tuition  in  the  high  school  grades.  In  the  last 
thirty  years  high  school  enrollment  in  the  country  at  large 
has  increased  more  than  tw^elve  hundred  percent;  further- 
more we  can  hardly  expect  immediate  change  in  this  mat- 
ter, since  laws  are  more  and  more  limiting  employment 
to  those  over  eighteen  years  of  age  and  the  practice  of 
apprenticeship  has  almost  entirely  disappeared.  We  must 
not  leave  our  youth  with  idle  hands  and  unoccupied  minds ; 
we  are  too  well  aware  that  most  of  our  criminals  begin 
their  bad  careers  before  they  are  of  voting  age.  We  can 
and  should  help  them  as  much  as  possible  by  means  of  the 
high  school. 

In  one  financial  respect,  at  least,  Greenland  is  fortunate 
in  that  the  last  installment  of  debt  and  interest  has  been 
raised,  thus  reducing  the  budget  for  the  school  year  1940- 
1941  by  more  than  $1,000.

Since  the  last  annual  report  Greenland's  equalized  valua- 
tion has  increased  by  $39,000  (see  Table  V).  This  will  mean 
that  in  a  year  or  two  a  change  will  come  in  the  amount  of 
state  aid  due  the  district. 

It  is  a  g-reat  pleasure  to  record  the  fact  that  the  water 
supply  provided  by  you  since  a  year  ago  is  not  only  of  ex- 
cellent quality  but  apparently  of  unlimited  quantity.  The 
worth  of  such  a  provision  now  and  in  the  years  to  come 
not  only  in  the  matter  of  health  and  sanitation  but  in  fire 
protection,  as  well,  can  hardly  be  estimated.  It  would  make 
for  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  our  playground  by  pupils 
and  by  young  men  and  women  in  their  athletic  activities 
if  an  outdoor  drinking  fountain  could  be  provided. 

Greenland  is  fortunate  in  having  a  school  building  that 
is  a  real  community  center.  Its  plan  of  structure,  location 
and  general  convenience  all  help  to  make  it  so  and  it  seems 
to  serve  equally  well  both  for  school  purposes  and  for  its 
use  by  adult  organizations.  Its  constant  use,  however,  in- 
volves special  consideration. 

I  believe  that  the  building  would  function  more  efficient- 
ly and  satisfactorily  if  we  could  do  away  with  soft  coal  as  a 
fuel  and  substitute  oil.  Many  hours  a  year  have  to  be  spent 
on  ashes  and  stoking  which,  with  oil  as  a  fuel,  could  be 
spent  on  cleaning  and  repairs.  It  is  probable  that  a  much 
pleasanter  and  more  habitable  building  could  be  maintained 
with  a  considerable  reduction  of  time  spent  in  maintenance 
and  a  corresponding  reduction  in  cost.  Other  schools  in 
this  neighborhood  have  found  such  a  plan  a  wise  one. 

I  have  no  reservation  in  commending  all  our  teachers 
and  the  school  nurse  for  faithful,  practical  and  efficient 
everyday  work.  They  and  the  superintendent  know,  I  think, 
where  the  weak  parts  of  the  school  procedures  are  and  try 
individually  and  collectively  to  strengthen  the  weak  places. 
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The  notices  of  failed  courses  which  come  to  us  from  junior 
or  senior  high  school  students  are  very,  very  fev^  indeed — 
a  very  small  fraction  of  one  percent — and  then  often  ex- 
plainable by  illness. 

In  the  cooperative  enterprise  of  providing  schools,  you 
and  all  interested  parents  and  friends  share.  The  continued 
success  of  those  immediately  concerned  v^ith  the  school's 
daily  business  depends  largely  on  continuance  of  such  co- 
operation. With  it  we  go  on  to  the  even  better  and  more 
worthy  attainments.  And  for  it  we  are  profoundly  grateful.

Men's  Club. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Mr.  Towde,  School  Board,  Teachers  and  each  of 
the  above  clubs  mentioned  for  their  cooperation  and  won- 
derful help.
